Proposal in Balance 
as Washington 
Awaits Reply. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—Emperor 
William has had under consideration for 
several days, it was learned tonight, an 
informal inquiry from the United States 
government as to whether Germany de- 
sires to diecuss terms of peace with its 
Dee 
Up te a late hour tonight the reply had 
not come, but on its tenor depends to some 
extent whether or not the informal peace 
movement inaugurated just a week ago 
tonight can be pursued further with Great 
Britain, France, and Russia. 

The inquiry was not a forma! one, such 
as President Wilson’s original tender of 
good offices, but was an effort of an offi- 
tal character to determine whether Ger- 
many’s reported willingness to talk peace 
was based on fact. 

The chronology of the peace movement 
was revealed tonight after a canvass of 
officials, diplomatists, and others directly 
concerned [mn the incident. 


Seven Days’ Peace Moves. 
The story of the seven days of peace 
talk, ag told by some of the principals, is 
substantially as follows: 
Saturday, Sept. 5, Count von Bernstorff, 
the German ambassador, dined with 
James Gpeyer, the banker, at the tatter’s

E |WIRES IN SLANG: 
HELD AS A SPY 


‘Kale Gone; Send Me Thirty 
Beans’’ Lands American | 
in a German Jail. 


New York, Sept. 12.—[Special.}]—A story 
of how a telegram for financial assistance | 
couched in typical American slang landed | 
a manua! training high school instructor 
in a German prison under suspicion of 
being a conspirator against the govern- 
ment was told today upon the arrival of 
the Italian liner Ancona from Naples. 

Dr. Alexander Becker of this city was 
the man who had to occupy a cell for 
thirty hours avs a resuit of the inability of 
German Officials to fathom the Yankee 
vernacular, and his fellow teacher, Prof. 
Edouard San Giovanni, was the one who 
sent the wire that caused all the trouble. 
| The message was asfollows: “ Kaleail 
gone. Wire thirty beans at once.” 

Beard Made Yankee Suspected. 

One of tthe arrivals on the Ancona was 
Prof. W. A. Oldfather of the University of 
Illinois, who got into trouble in Italy for 
an equally harmless cause. He let, nis 
beard grow because it was too much 
trouble to shave, and the Italians ar- 
rested him seven times as a German spy 
because he was making maps and taking 
photographs in Calabria, They said no 
American wore a beard, and they would 
not believe he wasn’t German. 

The Ancona had 465 passengers, 
whom 134 were Americans. 

Sees Fighting in France. 

The French liner La France arrived 
from Havre. Among the passengers was 
Frederic R. Coudert, a lawyer of inter- 
national reputation. In Paris Mr. Coudert 
registered his automobile at the Amer- 
jcan embassy, flew the American flag on 
his machine and started on a tour through 
districta where fighting was in progress. 
He was present at the battle of Amiens. 

“We saw a battery going into action 
and you cannot imagine the enthusiasm 
of those Frenchmen who seemed to be 
going to certain death,.”’ Mr. Coudert said. 
“They had been marching three days. 
They had fought engagement after en- 
gagement.”’

BOY DIED IN HER ARMS. 


After Refuge in Trench Little 
Girl Also Suceumbed to 
Exposure During 
Flight. 


New York, Sept. 12—The Cunarder 
Campania, which docked tonight after 
an uneventful voyage from Liverpool, 


the women refugees who were stranded 
on foreign soil. 

She is Mrs. Hannah Gibbs of Berkeley, 
Cal. Three months ago Mrs. Gibbs and 
her three children—Curtis, 7; Orlena An- 
na, 4, and Martha, 3—arrived at Wirbal- 
len, a Russian frontier town, to visit her 
husband's brother. 

They passed the time visiting in this 
town and with relatives in a village sev- 
eral miles distant. Then came the war. 


Only One Child Left. 

** See, see,"" Mra. Gibbs said to report- 
ers, as she pointed to the sole survivor 
of her little flock, ‘‘ Martha is all I’ve got 
to take home to my husband. My poor 
babes, Orlena, Anna, and Curtis are 
buried in Russian §eclds without a stone 
over them.” 

Curtis died in his mother’s arms in a 
Russian trench in the midst of a fierce 
battle between the troops of the czar and 
the allied armies of Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

* Aug. 1,"" Mrs. Gibbs said, “‘ I was with 
my brother-in-law at Wirballen. The 
children were playing in the yard, very, 
very happy. We heard only casually of 
the fighting. Toward night, when my 
brother-in-law did not come home, I be- 
came alarmed. When the children were 
asleep I heard reports, like gunshots. 


Boy Becomes [Iil. 

“The next morning I gathered the 
three children and started to walk to the 

village where my relatives live. During 
_the night Curtis, who was never strong, | 
‘took a fit of coughing. 

“We walked, or, rather, dragged our- 
selves along. Suddenly I found myself in 
the middle of Rusian troops hidden in | 
| trenches, and they were shooting rapidly. 
We tried to turnin another direction, but | 
I got confused.

harm come to you, anyhow.’ 
Boy Dies in Her Arms. 

“The fizht kept on furiousiy until dark. 
Martha and Orlena Anna slept, but Curtis 
kept caughing and coughing. Day had 
hardly broker when the firing began 
again. Little Curtis grew weaker and 
weaker. Ther he fell asleep on my bosom. 
I knew he was dead. In about three hours 
a lull came in the fighting. A soldier 
lifted me out of the trench with my dead 
boy in my arms, then lifted the others. 

“T rar back to the village. Nota soul 
was in it I knew where the undertaker 
lived. 1 took a coffin, put my boy in it 
and was carrying it along the road when 
two vil'agers met me and took the burden. 
Orlena Anna had caught a cold in the 
trenches and was coughing violently, so 
I had to carry her. 

Girl Succumbs to Illness. 

“Outside the village the men dug a 
grave and I put my boy in it. The men 
had to leave us and we went on. At 
night we slept in deserted houses until 
we reached Vilna. Orlena Anna died a 
few hours afterward. 

“T had no money, but kind persons 
gave us some and I walked toward the 
old capital of Finland, where I met Mrs. 
Loulse Bruce of Hoboken, N. J., who is 
with us. She advanced me money to get 


to Stockholm. 


FRENCH AVIATOR KILLS 
TWO GERMANS IN BATTLE.

Russians Surround Re- 
treating Forces Rout- 
ed at Tomaszow. 


PLAN BLOW AT KAISER 


{By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

1ONDON, Sept. 12.—The fate of the 
nerthern Austro-German army which 
was badly routed by the Russian forces 
during the flerce battle at Tomaszow, 
Russian Poland, remains fin doubt. A 
Central News dispatch from Rome saya: 

‘A telegram received here by the Mea- 
sagero from Petrograd states that the 
second battle in Galicia resulted even 
more satisfactorily to the Russians than 
the first. The losses of the Austrians are 
estimated at 150,000, of whom 80,000 are 
prisoners.”’ 

Other dispatches from Petrograd tend 
to indicate that the Austrians and their 
German reinforcements have not yet met 
this crowning dGisaster, but are in the 
most desperate straits. 


Retreating Austrians Hemmed In. 

The Morning Post correspondent at the 
Russian capital wires: 

“ The large Austrian forces which were 
engaged in defending Tomaszow have 
added their numbers to the fugitives, 
whose arrival on the left flank of the Aus- 
trian armies operating from the neighbor- 
hood of Rawaruska to the River Dniester 
during the last ten days distinctly favors 
the Russian attack. 

“ The Austro-German forces, which now 
are herded in an impossible country with 
the Rivers San and Vistula before them 


and the victorious Russian armies behind 


them, number more than a full army 
|corps. According to the Austrian reckon- 
‘ing that is over 60,000 men. Their sur-

Situation in East Prussia. 

Concerning German claims of successes 
against the Russians in East Prussia, the 
Morning Post correspondent says: 

“The Germans have now moved up 
reinforcements of first line troops from 
Belgium and the French frontier into 
East Prussia. Presumably the reinforced 
armies have completed their concentra- 
tion on the eastern front, as news comes 
of an attack in the direction of the Mazur 
lakes country, apparently in one wide 
front. The Germans thus are endeavor- 
ing now to force their way through their 
own fortified places which the Russians 
took some weeks ago. 

“The succese of the movement begun 
at Osterode and Allenetein, which places 
the Russians’ advanced cavalry sections 
had seized a fortnight ago, is shown by 
the fact that the Russian line of defense 
in this region now ig almost on its own 
territory again. The German attack is 
being driven back on the twenty mile 
front between Myschinez and Chorsle. 

German Attack Not Menacing. 

“Whether this German dash in force 
towards the base of the Russian forces 
in northwest Poland is anything more 
than an attempt to effect a diversion in 
aid of the sorely pressed Austrians is not 
clear. In any case it has no effect on 
the Russian occupation of East Prussia 
and the investment of Koenigsberg. 

‘Nor can the German advances in this 
region be credited by them as military 
successes, for the territory now regained 
merely was held by the Russian cavairy 
screen, which fell back fighting on its 
main bodies as the Germans advanced. 

“ Russia cannot advance with her main 
forces westward from Poland until the 
Austriane finally are accounted for.” 

Close In on Austrians. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 12—The Russian 
troops aré drawing nearer the San river, 
according to the official announcement 
made tonight. The Austrian army is in 
retreat and is being closely pursued by 
the Russians.

BELGIANS CUT ENEMY’S LINFS. 

The Belgian army again has assumed 
the offensive against the Germans and | 
at a battle fought at Cortenberg it won 
a victory which resulted in the German 
army in Belgium being cut in two. A 
large number of German prisoners were 
taken and the line toward Liege has 
been occupied by the Belgians. The 
railroad to Tirlemont was destroyed. 
The victory was due in great part to 
artillery of heavy caliber, which was 
used for the figst time there. 

A dispatch to the Belgian legatién 
says that after the Belgians took the 
offensive Malines and Aerschot were 
recaptured. 

A dispatch received from Paris last 
night contained the significant state- 
ment that the Germans are mining the 
roads in Belgium which the allies would 
follow in pursuit of an army retreating 
in the direction of Berlin. 


THREE DISTRICTS NOW CLEAR.

In the 11th, however,, 
this portion of the German army began 
to give way, ami eventually abandoned 
Vitry-Le-Francois, where the enemy’s 
line of battle was forming a salient, 
under the impulse of the French troops. 

“ Between the Upper Marne and the 
Meuse, the French troops are following 
up the enemy and driving a portion of 
his forces northward toward the Ar- 
gonne forest country. 

“The enemy, thus in’ retreat along 
the whole line west of the Meuse, has 
suffered gravely in morale, besides en- 
countering heavy losses in personnel 
and material.” 

GLAD NEWS FOR PARIS. 

PARIS, Sept. 12.—It was officially an- 
nounced here this afternoon that the 
German forces to the east of Paris are 
retreating, and that they are offering 
only a feeble resistance to the French 
and British troops. 

The official communication says: 

“On our left wing the Germans have 
begun a general retreating movement 
between the Oise and the Marne. 

“Our troops have crossed the River

TAKE MANY GERMAN GUNS. 

According to official announcement 
made here the Third French army has 
captured all the artillery of one German 
army corps. 

The artillery of a German army corps 
consists of two regiments of field pieces 
(eighteen batteries of ‘field guns and six 
Datteries of field howitzers, a total of 
seventy-two pieces), one or two batteries 
of heavy field artillery, and a machine 


gun group. 


ACTIONS OF BRITISH ARMY. 

The Official Press Bureau made the 
following announcement last night: 

“A summary, necessarily incomplete, 
may be attempted of the operations of 
the British expeditionary force and the 
French army during the last four days. 

“On Sept. 6 the southward advance 
of the German right reached the ex- 
treme point at Coulommiers and Pro- 
vins, cavalty patrols having penetrated 
even as far south as Nogent-Sur-Seine. 

“This movement was covered. by a 
large flanking force west of the line of 
the River Oureg, watching the outer 
Paris defenses and any allied force that 
might come from them. 

ATTACK WEAKENS LEFT WING. 

“The southward movemeent of the 
enemy left his right wing in a dangerous 
position, as he had evacuated the Creil- 
Senlis-Compiegne region, through which 
his advance had been pushed. 

“The allies attacked this exposed 
wing both in front and on the flank on 
Sept. 8. The covering force was assailed 
by a French army based upon the Paris 
defenses aud brought into action on the 
line between Nanteuil le Haudouin and 
Meaux. 

“The main portion of the enemy's 
right wing was attacked frontally by the 
British army, which had been trans- 
ferred from the north to the east of 
Paris, and by a French corps advancing 
alongside it on a line between Crecy, 
Couleummiers, and Sezanne. 


OPERATIONS A FULL SUCCESS. 

“Tne combined operations have up 
to the present been completely success- 
ful. The German outer flank was 
forced back as far as the line of the 
Oureq river. There it made a strong 
defense and executed several vigorous 
counter attacks, but was unable to 
beat off the pressure of the French 
advance. 

“The main body of the enemy's right 
wing vainly endeavored to defend the 
line of tne Grand Morin river and then 
that of the Petit Morin. 

“Pressed back over both of these 
rivers end threatened on its right, ow- 
ing to the defeat of the covering force 
by the allied left, toe German right 
wing retreated over the Marne on 
Sept. 10. 

DISORDER IN GERMAN FLIGHT. 

“The British army, with a portion of 
the French forces on the left, crossed 
this river below Chateau Thierry—a 
movement which obliged the ‘enemy’s

CAVALRY BACK AT SOISSONS. 
“Two hundred prisoners were cap- 


tured. The cavalry of the allies were 
between Soissons and Fismes last 
night. 

“The enemy are retreating north of 
Vitry-le-Francois. Yesterday _ their 
front lay between Soissons, Braine, and 
Fismes, and the mountain of Reims. 
“Their cavalry seems to be exhaust- 
ed. The Anglo-French forces, which 
pursued them, encountered on Sept. 11 
or 7 feeble resistance. 

ABANDON FORTIFIED PLACE. 

“At the center on our right wing 
the Germans have evacuated Vitry-le- 
Francois, where they had fortified them- 
selves, and also they have evacuated the 

alley of the Saul river. Attacked at 
Sermaize and at Retigny, they aban- 
doned a large quantity of war material. 

“The German forces which have been 
occupying the Argonne region have 
begun to give way. They are retreating 
to the north, through the forest of Bel- 
noue. 

“In Lorraine we have made slight 
progress. We occupy the eastern boun- 
dary of the forest of Champenoux, Re- 
hainvillers, and Gerbenvillers. 

“The Germans have evacuated St. 
Die. 

“In Belgium the Belgian army is act- 
ing vigorously against the German 
troops who are before the fortified posi- 
tion of Antwerp.” 

BELGIANS UPSET GERMAN PLAN 
{By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

ANTWERP, Sept. 12.—The sudden 
change in the Belgian policy, from the 
defensive to the offensive, has had a 
material effect upon German strategi- 
cal dispositions in Belgium. The Ninth 
army corps, which was located around 
Lille in France, has been recalled while 
on its way to join the forces of Paris, 
and is now opposing the Belgian in- 
fantry. 

The most remarkable thing about the 
Belgian attack upon Aerschot. which 
ended in the driving out of the Germans, 
was the accuracy of their artillery fire. 
Three small villages which were held by 
the Germans were destroyed by shell fire 
in little more than an hour, and follow- 
ing that Gen. La Forge, commanding 
the Belgans, ordered his carabineers to 
deliver a grand assault upon the German 
position. 

BELGIANS WIN WITH BAYONET. 

For half an bour before the assault 
took place the Belgian guns kept pouring 
a perfect storm of shells, mostly shrap- 
nel, upon the German line, with the re- 
sult that several hamlets which had been 
used as protection by the enemy were 
set on fire and made uninhabitable. 

The enemy was strongly intrenched 
along the railway and with a close wood 
on its flank, but despite the awful ma- 
chine gun fire that was directed against 
the advancing Belgians, these “‘ black 
devils,” as the Germans call them, would 
not be denied. 

The sight of the cold steel seemed to 
scare the Germans, and, as the Belgians 
came on, cheering like madmen and ig- 
noring the fall of their comrades, the 
Germans turned tail, and inside of twen- 
ty minutes the Belgians were in com- 
plete possession of the position which the 
enemy had held.

“Apropos of Louvain,” I remarke

“We regretted that as much as any 
one else,’ answered the general. “It 
caught fire from burning houses and we 
could not save it.” 

“ But-why did you burn Louvain at 
all?” I asked. 

“ Because the townspeople fired on our 
troops. We actually found machine 
guns in some of the houses.” And 
smashing his fist down on the table, he 
continued: “ Whenever civilians fire 
upon our troops we will teach them a 
listing lesson. If women and children 
insist on getting in the way of bullets, so 
much the worse for the women and chil- 
dren.” | 

“How do you explain the bombard- 
ment of Antwerp by Zeppelins?” I 
queried. 

EXPLAINS ZEPPELIN BOMBS. 

“ Zeppelins have orders to drop their 
bombs only on fortifications and sol- 
diers,” he answered 

“As a matter of fact,” I remarked, 
“they only destroyed private houses 
and civilians, several of them women. 
If one of those bombs had dropped 200 
Yards nearer my hotel I wouldn’t be 
smoking one of your excellent cigars 
today.” 

“This is a calamity which I ‘thank 
God didn’t happen.” 

“ If you feel for my safety as deeply 
as that, general,” I said earnestly, 
“you can make quite sure of my com 
ing to no harm by sending no more Zep- 
pelins,”’ 

“Well,” he said, laughing, “we will 
think about it.” He continued gravely: 

“I trust you will tell the American 
people through your paper what I ‘aave 
told you today. Let them hear our side 
of this atrocity business. It is only 
justice that they should be made famil- 
iar with both sides of the question.” 

I have quoted my conversation with 
the general as nearly verbatim as I can 
remember it. I have no comments to 
make. I will leave it to my readers to 
decide for themselves just how convine- 
ing are the answers of the German gen- 
eral staff to the Belgian accusations. 


PHOTOGRAPHS GERMAN ARMY. 

Before we began our conversation I 
asked the geperal if Mr. Thompson 
might be permitted to take photographs 
of the great army passing. Five min- 
utes later Thompson was whirled away 
in a military motor car ciceroned by an 
army officer who had attended the army 
school at Fort Riley. It seems. they 
stopped the car beside the road in a 
place where the light was good, and 
when Thompson saw approaching a regi- 
ment or battery of which he wished a 
picture he would tell the officer, where- 
upon the officer would blow his whistle, 
and the whole column would halt. 

“Just wait a few minutes until the 
dust settles,” Thompson would remark,

o get a picture. 

Thus far the only one who has suc- 
eeded in halting the German army is 
his little photographer from Kansas.

OFFICERS PART OF MACHINE. 


- They were courteous and hospitable 
to me, these German officers, and I have 
been immensely interested in all I have 
seen. But when all is said and done they 
impress me not as human beings who 
have weaknesses and virtues, likes and 
dislikes of their own, but rather as parts 
of a more or less important and mighty 
highly efficient machine directed and 
controlled by cold, calculating intelli- 
gence in far away Berlin. 

That machine has about as much of 
the human element in it as a meat chop- 
per or the death chair at Sing Sing. Its 
mission is to crush, pulverize, obliterate, 
and destroy, and no considerations of 
civilization, chivalry, or humanity will 
affect it. 

These Germans with their grim, set 
faces, their monotonous uniforms, and the 
ceaseless shuffle, shuffle of their boots are 
getting on my nerves. My car is at the 
door. I am going back to my friends, the 
Belgians.

I 
soon had to see, however, that something 
quite different was meant and that a large 
portion of the American people were of 
the opinion that the emperor was more 
or less respons ble for the breaking oui of 
the war and that the German people. 
whom they all knew to be good and peace- 
able, had been dragged into it in conse- 
quence of autocratic institutions peculiar 
to Germany and as a sequel to militarism 
rampant in Germany. 


Kaiser’s Power Limited.

U. 8. Ruler Most Powerful. | 
This is a much greater check than the | 
control placed by the constitution of the | 
United States on the president, who of all | 
great rulers pf the earth concentrates in | 
himself the greatest power. The presi 
dent of the United States is not bound to 
have a countersignature of one of his 
cabinet tn order that his orders become 
effective. He may,declare war without 
eonsulting the edbinet. The German 
kaiser can do neither. Except in the mat- 
ter od peaapis appointments and aets of 
grace, he must have the counters'gnature 
of the reichskanzler, who thereby as- 
sumes the responsibility.

A modern war, according te 
Prince Bismarck’s great speech in 1887, 
with ita enormous armies comprising 
whole peoples, cannot be undertaken with 
gafety nor carried through with success 
except by the full consent and enthusi-

But I hear the reply that the conse- 
quences of militarism all prevailing and 
ail dominating in Germany have brought 
about militariem in the other Kuropean 
nations until matters reached such a ten- 
sion that one day the string had to snap. 
and that it has snapped now. My reply 
to this is that Germany has not created 
nor unduly fostered militarism in Eu- 
rope, that militarism in Germany forms 
but a small part of our general activities, 
and that the maintenance of an ai my and 
navy wae forced upon us by circum- 
stances, by the history of our country, 
and by our neighbors. 


Germany the “Pit.” 

Ever since tne mapsbui g aynesty with- 
drew more or less f:om the old German 
empire to develop its own dominions, 
Austria and Hvngary, the “* Holy Roman 
empire,” a term that has been the :idi- 
cule of the world for centuries, which is 
ip fact but the territo:y of modern Ger- 
many, has been the cockpit and battle- 
ground for all the big wars that buro- 
pean nations, fighting for supremacy, 
have invariabiy chosen. 

It was, and is, the situation of Germany 
in the middle of Europe, especially as long 
as she was so powerless and torn up into a 
rumber of smalji states, that makes it 
so convenient to settle all the troubies 
of the whole of Europe on its territory. 

England has had a large standing navy 
over sinc. the times of Henry VIAL. in 
the sixteenth century, and it has used 
that navy to maintain its absolute sway 
of the sea by always fighting the next 
hest man be it the Frenchman, the Span- 
iard, the Dutchman, or the Russian. 
Rusela and Austria have had _ their 
ermies for centuries back, and so had 
Spain and especially France. There was 
ro German army because there was no 
unified Germany. 


Federation Unworkable. 

When Belgium seceded from Holland 
the powers selected a king who at the 
same time was the son-in-law of the k'ng 
of France and the uncle of the queen 
of England, and therefore strongly affil- 
lated with these two countries. The Ger- 
man federation, in which Prussia had just 
one vote Out of seventeen, was purposely 
mad. an unworkable machine requiring 
the unanimity of votes for all important 
measures. This was the s tuation that 
Bismarck found when in 1852 he was ap- 
pointed Prussian envoy to the federatiop 
at Frankfort. He very soon perceived 
the absolute helplessness and the conse- 
quent misery of Gefmany. so he decided 
that if the German people «ere to become 
a nation and a power commensurate to its 
population and resources, Austria's dGo- 
minion had first to cease. Th's was 
brought about by the war of 1866. The 
Norddeutscher Bund followed and the 
common war with France welded Ger 
many into anempire. History, however 
had taught Bismarck that this empire 
could only live and prosfer, wedged in as 
it was in the middle of Europe between 
the great powers, if 't had an army strong

| enongh to defend its frontiers against 


any attack and invasion, that { had to do 
as its neighbors had done before—viz.: 
to create and maintain a large standing 
force for its preservation and its peace, 
and for the possibility of developing its 
international advantages and prosperity. 

So the German military as well as its 
naval force have been created on purely 
defensive lines, its alliances have been 
concluded for defensive purposes only, 


and Germany holds the record for keeping 
peace within and outside of Europe for the 
last forty-four years. 


Germany Most Peaceful Nation. 

Let us pass them in review. Since 1870 
Fngliani sas conquered Bsuypt, shelled 
Alexandria, taken by force two Boer re- 
publics: 't has added to its sphere by 
force southern Persia, and by int.mida- 
tion a part of Siam. France has con- 
quered Tunis, she is fighting for Morocco, 
she has made war on Madagascar, has 
taken tus Sudan and conquered Indo- 
China ia bloody war. Russia has fought 
he Tu'ks in 1878 and the Japanese in 
1904, sh: has torn from China the porth- 
ern pa * of Manchuria and all of Moa- 
golia, she has made war on Turkestan, 
she has bagged northern Persia, she has 
formed and fomented the Baikan com- 
bination. and has all along proved her- 
self We most aggressive European power.

In ell this work the kaiser has been most 
active and interested; he has always been 
recognized as a lover of peaceful develop- 
ment. Has it not been significant that 
he should have been pleced on the list 
of candidates for the Nobel prize of 
peace?

solutely stagnant, with 30,000,000 inhabi- 
tants; it was clear from the start thafin a 
Buropean struggle France must” be 
crushed by sheer weight of numbers and 
that the European equilibrium, which 
was the stock theory of Kngland, would 
thereby go forever if England did not take 
a hand inthe matter. It is very often said 
that England entered into war in conse- 
quence of the violation of Belgium's neu- 
trality. Sir Edward Grey, whom I hav: 
known for a long while and always con- 
sidered a superior diplomatist, but a 
gentieman, has never stated that the 
breach of Belgian neutrality was the 
reason, and even less the only reason, for 
England’s going to war.

| British Fo ught Bitter Fight to 
Make Escape from Mons ‘Hell.’ 


T0.BE ISSUE 
IN CONGRESS 


Advocates Will Demand 12 
New Dreadnoughts for 
United States. 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—A British private 
who was wounded in the fight during the 
metreat from Mons tells the following 
story of the battle there: 

“It was Bunday and the British regi- 
ments at Mons were merrymaking and en- 
| Jjoying themselves in leisure along the 
streets. 

“ About noon, when the men were be- 
ginning to think about dinner, a German 
aeroplane appeared overhead and began 
throwing out a cloud of black powder to 
assist distant batteries to get the range. 
“No sooner had the powder cloud dis- 
appeared than shrapnel began to burst 
overhead. In a momentall was confusion 
and uproar. But it didn’t take the regi- 
ments long to get into fighting trim and 
race through the city to the scene of op- 
erations on the other side of the small 
canal in the suburbs. 


Engage in Fierce Clash. 
“ Here our outposts were engaging the 
enemy fiercely. The outposts lost heav- 
ily, most of the damage being done by 
shells. The rifle fire was ineffective, al- 
|though at times the lines of contenders 
were not more than 300 yards apart. 
* The first reinforcements to arrive were 
posted in a glass factory, the walls of 
which were loopholed, and we doggedly 
held that position until nightfall. 
“About midnight orders came to retire 
over the canal, and two companies were 
left behind to keep the enemy in check 
émporarily. After the main body had 
crossed the bridges it was blown up, leav- 
ing the two outpost companies to get 
across as best they could. Most of them 
managed to reach the main body again. 


Mons Practically Blown Away. 
“The main ‘body fell back through the 
open country. When day broke it was 
apparent from higher ground that Mons 
had been practically blown away by the 
German artillery. 

“Throughout the morning we continued

We 
quickly put up fortifications which were 
sufficient to protect us somewhat from 
the artillery fire. 


Shells Tear Up Intrenchments. 
“It was not long before the German 
,ganners found the range and began tear- 
ing up those rough fortifications, con- 
centrating their fire on the British bat- 
teries, one of which was completely de- 
molished. Another found itself witb 
only six men. 

“ Both these disasters bore testimony 
to the excellent markamanship of the 
German gunners.

“The Monroe doctrine,” said Secre- 
tary Dadmun of the league today, “ went 
by default from 1862 to 1865 because it 
could not be enforced during our civil 
war.

KAISER FEARFUL 
OF SOCIALISTS? 


London Paper Asserts He 
Attempts to Kill Them 
All in Battle. 


LEADERS ARRESTED. 


Copies of the Dally Herald. a London 
syndicalist and labor paper, which have 
reached Chicago, contain the startling 
charge that the kaiser is seeking delib- 
erately to wipe out the Socialist soldiers. 

The article in the Daily Herald follows 
in part: 

Bear Brunt of Attack. 

“ The newspaper reports agree that the 
brunt of the attack was borne, not by 
Prussian but by South German troopa. 
From private advices it appears that the 
Saxon regiments were given the ‘ honor’ 
of being wiped out by the forvs. 

“The significance of that statement, 
from our standpoint, lies in the fact that 
socialism is extremely strong in the king- 
dom of Saxony, and that the Saxon in- 
fantry is composed to a very considerable 
extent of Social Democrata If the re- 
ports I have received are true—ané I 
have every reason to trust my inform- 
ante—those ‘rush’ tactics which aston- 
ished the military experts are open to s 
very sinister explanation. 


Blow to Militarism. 

** The Prussian militarists (and it is wel} 
to ramember that when we talk of ‘ Ger- 
man’ policy we mean the policy of the 
Prussian autocracy which since 1870 has 
bossed the empire) regard the Social 
Democrats as their most dangerous foes. 
and rightly so. Every accession to the 
ranks of the Social Demokraten is a blow 
to the militarist policy of the Prussian 
ruling caste. Hence it is that members 
of that caste have declared, on more than 
one occasion, their intention of sending 
the Socialists into the firing line in the 
event of war. 

“The slaughter at Liege shows that 
they are prepared to carry out their 
threate. When Gen. von Emmich sent 
those Saxon lads to destruction he dealt 
a blow at the Prussian autocracy from 
which it will never recover. 


Seek to Suppress Socialists. 

“In vain they flung these soldiers into 
the jaws of death. In vain they have pro- 
hibited all Socialist meetings. In vain 
they have suppressed Germany's ninety 
Socialist newspapers. In wain they ar- 
rest the leaders. I am informed that the 
Socialist deputies to the reichstag have 
been placed under arrest, but can get no 
confirmation of this at the moment. 

“So far as one can prophesy, the days 
of the Prussian autocracy are numbered, 
and a German republic will arise out of 
the most likely resulta of this interna- 
tional slaughter.”

BAD FOR THE CHILDREN 


Woman's displeasure at the European 
war was voiced in the preparation of 
peace petitions yesterday. A peace com- 
mittee from the Chicago Political Equal- 
ity league met an advisory delegation of 
forty women from the churches and

Barnes’ Lawyer Assails Colonel. 
“If ad these things are true,” said 
William M. Ivins, Mr. Barnes’ attor- 
ney, after listening to the reading of the 
answer, “then this defendant hiniseif 
was nothing short of a criminal, for 
lLnowing these things he, as president, 
appoinf®d Mr. Barnes collector of the 
port of Albany in 1906 and reappointed 
him later ”’ 

A large part of the answer is based 
upon findings of the Bayve senatorial 
committee in its investigation into con- 
ditions in the city of Albany in 1911. 

“This defendant,” said Mr. Ivins, 
“ charges a corrupt alliance between Mr. 
Fatnes and Mr. Murphy and then per- 
forms the remarkable intellectual acfo- 
batic feat of endeavoring to prove it 
through the Introduction of the report 
of one of Mr. Murphy's committees, ac- 
cepted by the senate only after direct 
telephonic communication with Mr. Mur- 
phy and aimed at the destruction of Mr.

Says Machine Controls Jury. 

The Roosevelt attorney In atking that 
the trial be taken out of Albany county 
attacked Albany’s jury system, which he 
intimated was under the control of the 
Barnes machine.

The subject of the address was “ The 
Flag,’ and Mr. Bryan seid that he found 
his text in the line with which the poet 
closed each stanza of the national an- 
them—*‘ O’er the land of the free and the 
home of the brave,” 

Referring to the development of Ameri- 
can ideals, the secretary sald the consti- 
tution of the United States had become a 
pattern copied by other nations and now 
was to be seen everywhere the waning of 
monarchical authority and hereditary 
power. 

Americans never had hesitated, Mr. 
Bryan said, to die if necessary in defense 
of the authority for which the flag stood. 
* But the war era has ended in the United 
States,”” he added, ‘‘and is drawing 
toward its close in foreign lands; the con- 
vulsions through which Europe is now 
passing are but the death throes of mill- 
tariem.”’ 


Real Freedom Born in JU, &.

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HIGH LIVING AND HIGH PRICES. 


Frederick §. Dickson in “ High Prices and High 
Living ” in the current Yale Review shows the back- 
ground needed for a consideration of foodstuffs and 
prices. He carries his study of cost back to 1627 
and finds an almost uniform decrease since that 
time. 

Our forbears paid more for nearly every article 
ef tood than we are paying now They paid twelve 
times as much for coffee. Sugar sold in the seven- 
teenth, eighteenth, and nineteeuth centuries for 10 
to 28 cents a pound. “ Most recessaries of life are 
cheaper now than they were forty years ago and 
most luxuries so low that they are no longer fash- 
ionable.” 

We spend annually $78,000,090 on candy, $25,000,- 
000 on chewing gum, and $370,000,000 for soda 
water. Queen Elizabeth was reputed to be the first 
woman to wear silk stockings, Even as late as 1800 
this form of hosiery was uncommon in the United 
States. But today “ladies with modest incomes but 
shapely ankles insist upon wearing only silk hosiery, 
paying $2 or more a pair and buying twenty-five or 
thirty pairs in a year.”” We heve sewing machines 
in the home, and yet we buy :eady made garments 
andl dresses in far greater quantities than they were 
ever bought by our grandmothers. 

The same celebrated granimothers used brown 
sugar instead of white, paper spilis instead of 
matches, knitted their mittens and shawls, made their 
rugs—sometimes clothes for their men folk—pickled 
pork, smoked hams, and fought high prices with 
thrift. They had to do so. Incomes were small 

High prices are relative. We make our compari- 
sons with recent years and feel a pinch. If we go 
back further we find that our forbears could not 
afford to supply themselves generously with the 
commodities of our careless use.

Some of these missing men are 
probably in captivity, but many of the others, prob- 
ably half, represent the names of those who are 
killed or wounded and have been left somewhere 
on the march, to be cared for either by the enemy's 
ambulances or somne of the natives of the district.

“One million school chiléren tn the 
United Staies (5 per cent of the total 
achool population) have spinal curvature.

There is any amount of evidence that 
nainful feet are a most prevalent disorder. 
Dr. Osgood says that one manufacturer 
of arch supporters made the statement 
inder oath that he sold 3,000 pairs of arch 
supporters each month. 

In the German army 10,000 cases a year 
‘of painful feet are cared for. In a large 
|\German orthopedic hospital one-third of 
all the cases treated were cases of painful 
feet. 
| Ewald examined 500 school children and 
‘found one-third of them hed painful feet 
and 60 per cent of them did not carry 
their weight properly on their feet. Of 


Said Dr. Berry of Troy in the New York 
Medical Journal: 

“Any one doubting the frequent occur- 
rence of pronated foot [turning out of the 
toes] should stand in front of any public 


‘school at closing time and observe the 


feet of the children as they come out.”

Some of the tests for bad foot conditions 
are easy Of application. At the front part 
of the pelvic bones, ordinarily called the 
hip bones, there is a small, easily located 
knob, called the anterior spinoris process. 
It is easy to locate this knob by touch 
through the clothes. 

When a child is standing a tape passed 
from this knob through the middie of the 
kneecap should strike the foot between 
the big toe and the second toe. If this 
line strikes the foot to the outside of 
this point, say toward the little toe, the 
person is pigeon-toed. If it falls to the 
ether side of the big toe, the person is 
said to toe out, or te have pronated feet, 
or to be slew-footed. 

This latter position is much the worse 
of the two, for it tends to break down 
the before-back arch In the foot, to flat- 
ten the instep and to cause the inner 
ankle to be carried lower than the outer.

Dr. Brown carefully examined the feet 
of 700 children In the Boston schools and 
reported the results to the International 
Congress on School Hygiene.

60 long as everything !n 
the foot is just as it should be, these 
channels protect their contents weil. 

In some cases of painful feet it is easy 
for any one to see that the arch has 
fallen; the foot lies fiat. 

However, there are cases where tho 
foot is exceedingly painful and no break 
in the arch can be seen. It does not take 
much displacement of the bones of the 
feet to roll a nerve out of its channel 
and permit of its being pressed on, or to 
stretch a tendon so that It becomes sore 
at its point of attachment to the bone. 
Therefore, when the feet are being ex- 
amined for broken arch, the examination 
should include a search for tender pointa. 

The more important of theseare: Just 
below the ankle bone on the inner side of 
the ankle; an inch in front of the outer 
ankle bone, where a bony prominence can 
be felt; the sole of the foot just in front 
of the heel; the ball of the foot, top, and 
bottom; the superficial bones.

When there is undue strain on the foot 
tenderness at some one or more of these 
points ie Hable to develop, even though 
neither arch goes down, Ofttimes the 
arch flattens without causing a painful 
foot. 

When flat foot or toeing out was found, 
it meant that the weight was being poorly 
carried and that, im consequence, some 
time or other the feet were liable to give 
out. Tender points on the feet meant 
that the feet were already giving out. 
Dr. Brown found 10 per cent of these 
children with tender points on the feet. 
The percentage was higher in the upper 
grades.

Other points so difficult to determine 
were the relative strength of different 
groups of muscles and the position of a 
bony prominence, called the schaphoid 
tubercle. These are points of importance, 
and any school teacher or medica] inspec- 
tor wishing to examine with reference 
to them should read the article by Dr. 
Brown in volume V., “* Transactions of 
the Fourth International Congress on 
School Hygiene.”

Dr. Osgood itn his paper answers the 
question of what is the cause of foot 
strain. In some of the cases inheritarce 
is a factor. The children of toed-out 
Parents are-liable to toe out. Bowlegs, 
knockknees, and bandy shanks run in 
families. “ome of the German ecientists 
think rickets is responsible for e large 
percentage of the cases. 

A poor muscular development is an im- 
portant factor in many cases, The flabby 
muscled children sag everywhere, includ- 
ing the feet. Faulty education is respon- 
sible for much of it 

“Bad habits of walking and standing 
and the admonition of mothers ’ to turn 
your toes out’ represent other causes. If 
I mistake not, boys in military schools 
are still told to turn their toes out. 
Finally, short shoes, narrow shoes, tight 
shoes, wrongly shaped shoes, are largely 
responsible. I should say that shoe 
faults are the largest single factor.”

In answering the question as to what is 
to be done about it, the first suggestion 
of Dr. Osgood is that simple popular in- 
struction be given to mothers, and espe- 
cially to schoo! children; that in a pic- 
ture the arrangement of the bones, joints, 
tendons, and muscles of the. feet be 
shown; the methods by which shoes con- 
tribute to corns, broken arches. curled 
toes, and bunions be demonstrated: finail- 
ly, that the method of weight carrying by 
the feet held in different positions be 
made plain. 

The second is that the physical examina- 
tion of school children include examina- 
tion of the feet and lower limbs. As «a 
part of this routine when it is found that 
a pupii is wearing shoes which contribute 
to his foot trouble the child or his parent 
should be informed of the mistake and 
advised as to proper shoes.

MANILA, P. L—Many beve the idea 
that Spanish ie the language of the Phil- 
ippines. This, however, is inoorrect. 
‘There has not been and ig not now 
any one language which all Filipince 
enderstand. When the Spanish firm ar- 
rived im the Philippines they found not 
only each tribe with a different dia- 
ject but in many cases subdivisions of a 
tribe with such difference Ym their tongue 
that it wae impossible for the people of 
one division to understand those of an- 


other. 

This condition has continued up to the 
present time. There are at ieast Afteen 
maia dialects. When it comes to counting 


the number of dialects spoken, where the | 


people speaking one are incapabie of un- 
derstanding those speaking another, the 
number jumps to between fifty and sixty. 
In each one of these fifty or sixty divisions 
there will be several groups which differ 
from each other considerably. There are 
many examples where the dialect spoken 
by people living in towns but a short dia- 
tance apart varies to such an extent that 
| the inhabitants have great difficulty in 
_ enderstanding each other. 


4 Groups of Languages. 

| ¢ of the main divisions is Visayan. 
This is divided into three different groups, 
‘the Samar, Panayan, and Cebuano. The 
people speaking the Samar and Panayan 
‘are entirely unable to understand one 
another, Each of these two groups can 
‘Understand a small amount ef Cebuano, 
and the Cebuano can understand @ smal] 
amount of the other two groups. In each 
of these three groups there is a number of 
smaller groups. each varying to some ex- 
tent from the others.. Tagalog, the next 
most important of the main groups, has 
about ten ramifications, 

Education under Spanish rule was prac- 
tically entirely in the hands of the friars. 
Until 1868 the teaching of Spanish was 
practically forbidden. In this year a law 

Was promulgated making the teaching of 
Spanish compulsory. However, the friars 
did not obey the law. They had no desire 

‘to teach the natives Spanish, because with 
‘the use of a universal language the ma- 
_fority of the racial differences existing be- 
tween the different tribes in the Philip- 
pines would have disappeared. Also the 
teaching of Spanish would have opened 
up to the people Spanish literature, and 
8s &@ consequence ga knowledge of the 
world, which could not be obtained from 
the few works in the native dialects. 


Literature of the Philippines. 

When the Americans first arrived in the 
Philippines but 20 per cent of the peopie 
10 years of age and over could read or 
write at all in any language or dialect. 
Of the total population 10 years of age or 
ever, but 7 per cent could read or write 
Spanish. In other words, the great ma- 
jority of the natives were depending upon 
native literature. There were practically 
‘mo newspapers in any native dialect, ihe 
Tagalogs, the most important people po- 
Itically, and those who had come most 
in contact with Buropeans, had but 161 
volumes in their language. Of these v1 
were purely *eligious, 50 were of verse, 
practically all doggerel, and dealing with 
fables and traditions. Of the remaining 
20, 3 were grammars and conversational 
manuals, 1 an arithmetic, 8 were novels, 
8 were plays of no value, and the re- 
maining 10 had no literary or educa- 
tional value.

That there is nothing more than this 
in being a diplomat today, one might al- 
most say in diplomacy itself, was never 
better illustrated than in the present un- 
Pleasantness among the European :1:- 
tions. The failure of diplomacy was 
never more amply displayed than in the 
rapid way in which these five great pow- 
ers got by the ears. Apparently none of 
the diplomats even knew what was going 
on beneath the surface until it was al- 
most over and the irreparable crime was 
ebout to be committed. If diplomacy 
really meant anything these days, it 
might have delayed the barbaric folly of 
the present débacle. 

It may be that the peoples of the earth 
are teo close together, know too much 
what ts happening, to permit of a free 
use of the ancient diplomatic jugsiery 
Detween states. The great days of diplo- 
matic trading have gone—the world game 
must be played more and more with cards 
on the table, or not played at all, which 
would be better still.

There is, of course, something useful 
in the antiquated office of diplomat. 
and that is excellently illustrated in the 
Present crisis by the herole efforts of our 
ambassadors in Burope te extricace 
American tourists from the predicament 
of being in a fearful row without ready 
money to pay their passages home. It 
would seem that all our foreign repre- 
sentatives, no matter how defective their 
training in diplomacy may have been, 
are doing manly service in this way aad 
representing the United States quite cred- 
itably. They are working at the business 
as much as eighteen hours a day, we tre 
told in the newspaper dispatches. They 
calm the excitement of hysterical women 
whose letters of credit won't work, sup- 
ply what small change they can for the 
impecunious, cable frantically to the state 
department to hurry up, and do every- 
thing else demanded by the circum- 
stances. 

But even this unexpected Puropean 
crisis, which has upset the plans of so 
many American tourists, would not seem 
to require exceptional powers or abilities 
or special training for our diplomats. 
An honest and competent and kindly man 
who has had any good business experi- 
ence might make shift to succeed in an 
emergency : this kind. He must know 
the rules of the game, naturally, but they 
are not extremely aifficult to acquire. Be- 
sides there is always a secretary or at- 
taché whose business it is to know the 
rules by heart, Even a good country 
editor might get along as an ambassador 
without “ diagracing his country.” 

But diplomacy, as the excellent lady 
who started this discussion understands 
it, and as her crowd generally conceive 
it to be, is the shrine of good society. 
Foreign missions exist for the sake of in- 
troducing Americans, nice one, into the 
very heart of European society. Natu- 
tally they believe that the diplomatic 
posts should be reserved for the scions 
of American wealth who have enjoyed 
the advantages o1 Jongforeign residence, 
who know how to speak French and 
conduct themselves gracefully in any 
social emergency that may arise. Such 
persons usually know too little about 
their own country and have too little in- 
dividuality to cause trouble or make bad 
breaks. And, thanks to their vulgar 
forbears, who sweated In the office, they 
cen pay the bills that such free inter- 
course with the best socley must create 
without feeling it, or can easily marry 
gome woman who in exchange for the 
exciting life of diplomacy is content \to 
pay the bills. 

As the real business of diplomacy is 
likely to grow less rather than more, it 
might be well to dispose of the vexed 
question by creating a college of dipio- 
mats, graduation from which would de- 
pend upon the posseseion of a sufficient 
fortune—say fifty millions—the ability to 
speak French, to enter a drawing room 
impressively, to say nothing at all with

ARMY STEADILY INGREASES

LONDON, Sept. 12.—-This week sees a 
revolutionary change in the whole mili- 
tary and political situation. The first 
weeks of the war consisted of almost 
daily accounts of the onward march of 
the irresistible and splendid German fight- 
ing machine and the daily retirement of 
both British and French troops until the 
capture of Paris seemed a question not 
of days but of hours. 

British confidence that the forces united 
against Germany must ultimately con- 
quer never wavered and the resolution 
to pursue the fight to a bitter and vic- 
torious finish never changed one moment. 

Human nature must assert itself and 
these daily stories of continual failure 
did produce a feeling of momentary 
gioom underlying a steady and fixed pur- 
pose. The publication of Gen. French's 
dispatch lifting the veil for the first time 
over the military operations reveals what 
terrible grqunds there were for this feel- 
ing of uneasiness and shows that it was 
only the splendid courage and coolness 
of the British general and soldiers in the 
face of apparently desperate danger that 
saved the British army from complete an- 
nihilation. 


Cautioned Against Undue Elation. 

Another ana another army would have 
succeeded this army, even if annihilated, 
but still such a gigantic disaster could 
not but influence disastrously for some 
time the whole campaign of the allied 
forces, But suddenly on top of this story 
of unrelieved retreat comes the glad news 
of the Germans retreating and the French 
and English as steadily advancing. Mili- 
tary writers caution the Engl'sh public 
against undue elation, but again human 
nature will not be denied, and today there 
is a new spirit of hopefulness everywhere 
and renewed and Increased enthusiasm ior 
the war. Even the stock exchange felt 
the reaction, and though closed was able 
privately to do better business than at 
any time since the declaration of war. 
By a fortunate coincidence there came or 
top of this announcement of a series of 
events which still more tnflames enthu- 
siasm, and even more securely promises 
ultimate success, First there wae .ne 
remarkable proclamation of the India 
rulere and people, whose united and fer- 
vent offer of support to the British caute 
with blood and treasure produced an im- 
mense sensation and unrestrained emo- 
tion especially in view of Germany's out- 
spoken and impotent hopes that Indian 
disaffection might be one of Britain’s em- 
barrasements.

IRWIN CAUSE OF FRICTION 


New York, Sept. 12.—[Special.}—Man- 
ager Frank Chance of the New York 
Yankees, dissatiefied with the scouting 
ability of Arthur Irwin and the efforts 
of the owners to secure new blood for the 
team, has offerec his resignation, to take 
effect Sept. 15, providing his salary is paid 
until the end of the season. President 
Parrell was willing to accept the resigna- 
tion, but balked at the salary proposition. 
Therefore Chance ceclared tonight that 
he would kterve out his contract, whicb 
has another year to run, at a salary gen- 

eraliy understood to be about $20,000. 

Th§ friction which has existed for some 
time came to a climax after today’s game 


at the Polo grounds, when Chance had ap 


amument with President Farrell and 
“Big Bill” Devery, former chief of po- 
lice, who has been a silent owner of a big 
bieck of stock. Although the matter ap- 
peared to be patched up, it is believed the 
row presages Chance’s ultimate retire- 
ment as leader. 


Chance As!s Better Players. 


The wordy quarrel was the outgrowth | 


of the affairs of the New York club on 
the field this season. The Yankees have 
enjoyed one or two spurts which prom- 
feed to carry them into the first division, 
but have been doing poorly lately, hover- 
ing between sixth and seventh place. The 
playing of the team has not been pleas- 
ing to Chance, who as manager of the 
Chicago Cubs was used to being in the 
race, not trailing. He became convinced 
that he needed more playing strength if 
the club was to make a better showing. 
Several days ago he and Owner Farrell 
discussed the situation. 

According to Chance, he told Farrell 
that it would be necessary to.get more 
ball players. ‘“‘I can’t do any better with 
thc present material,”’ he said, and add- 
ed thet he didn’t insist on drawing a big 
salary for managing the team, which 
wasn't better than a seventh or eighth 
place prespect as at present constituted, 
if the club officials feit they could get 
along swith a less costly manager. 


Willing to Quit Job. 

The meeting between Chance and Far- 
rell took place last week, but nothing 
more was done until Farrell received a 
letter from Chance in Washington bring- 
ing up the matter again. Chance offered 
to resign, if that was consicered best, but 
said he would expect his salary in full for 
the remainder of the season. 

It was the answer to this letter that led 

. to today’s developments and unpleasant- 
ness. Chance sent word to the newspaper 
men that he had eomething to te]l them 
in the clubhouse after the game. Wher 
they arrived he showed the Farrell's an- 
Swer to his letter. 


Farrell Balks on Salary. 

“Of course you know it was your own 
preposition to give up the management of 
this club on Sept. 15, which I accepted 
much against my wishes,"’ wrote Mr. Far- 
rell in reply, and then went on to say in 
view of the circumstances he could not 
see his way clear to accede to Chance’s 
request for a full season's salary. 

“T have never interfered with Chance 
in any way,” said Farreil, “ and the sug- 
gestion about resigning came from him. 
If he wants to quit on the 15th of his 
own volition, I don't see why I should be 
expected to pay him for the rest of the 
season.” 

Chance reiterated what he had pre- 
Viously told Farreli—that he wes willing 
to step aside if a cheaper manager was 
wanted, but that he certainly wasn't con- 
sidering any resignation that would de- 
prive him of his salary for the full term 
of the season.

Here is Mike's version of the affair: 

“T had just won my first professional 
fight from a boxer named Ray Moore, 
stopping him in the third round. The 
fight took place in the woods near White 
Bear Lake, Minn., and 200 or 300 pecple 
went out on the street cars to seeit. My 
end was $40, which looked pretty good 
to me. 

“Full of confidence, I was matched 
against a fellow named Herbert Cather- 
wood for another bush fight, with a purse 
of $25 for my end. Catherwood had a 
pretty good reputation in the northwest, 
and to my way of thinking he deserved it. 
Well, sir, the first ten rounds of that fight 
were awful... He gave me this ‘ tin ear’ 
and this broken nose, the only two per- 
manent marks I ever got in thering. He 
certainly handed me a fine beating for 
ten rounds, but I came strong at the end 
and earned a draw. 

_ 

“TI was so marked up that I had to lay 
off my work in the Great Northern shops 
for several days and, of course, father 
knew of it and sa.d that was all w.th the 
gloves for me. One night a couple of 
weeks later I heard some one come to 
the door and. ask, ‘Does Mike Gibbons, 
the boxer, live here?’ 

“I could hear the old man’s answer, 
* Now, you git out of here. He's retired.’ 
For father thought the caller was a pro- 
mter come to sign me for another fight, 

‘The funny part of it waa he ‘vas not 
a promoter, but a depu‘y sheriff .rom 
Stillwater, who had come to pinch me, 


for the authorities were trying to stamp 
out bush fighting. The deputy was a good 
fellow,|so he left without telling the old 
man about the pincos, but gdt me later and 
I had to go to Stillwater, where 1 was 
fined $1 and costs, the total amounting 
to $27.50. So I got a purse of $25, a ‘tin 
ear,’ a broken nose, several days off work, 
and court costs of $27.50 from that one 
fight. I did quit fora time, but, of course, 
went back to the game; and I have no 
reason to regret my connectioa with p:1gi- 
lism.”’ 

Michael Joseph Gibbons was born July 
20, 1888, at St. Paui, Minn., where his fa- 
ther was employeéc as a dyer in the Great 
Northern shops. He comes of good irish 
fighting stock, fcr bcth his father and 
mother were born in County Mayo, emi- 
grating to the United States two years

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before Mike was born. Gibbons Sr. is 
nearly 70 years old but hale and hearty.

Mike attended the Gorman crade school 
in St. Paul and went to the Mechanic 
Arts high school for two years at night 
while under a four year apprenticeship 
as a sheet metal worker, which paid $1 
per day at the start and $2 per day the last 
year of his four years’ apprenticeship, 
after which Mike earned $3.75 for a nine 
hour day as a journeyman. Gibbons be- 
came an apprentice when 16 years old, 
and quit his trade in 1911, when his fights 
pecame numerous enough to require his 
entire time. 

When Brother Jack was married Mike 
borrowed his membership card in the 
St. Paul Y. M. C. A. and tried his hand 
at wrestling, then drifted into boxing.

Gibbons “fought his first professiona. 
battle, after several appearances at stugs, 
against Ray Moore in 1908, as previously 
referred to. Then came the Catherwood 
fight, temporary retireiment, and reéniry 
into the ring. Because boxing was againsé 
the law, purses were small, and Mike was 
well satisfied to battle for $50 and $75 
purses. 

By the time he was married, in 1909, 
Mike had saved between $800 and $900 
from his ring winnings and earnings as 4% 
sheet metal worker. He took a wedding 
trip to Seattle and spent the baiance in 
furnishing his house, a bit of extrava- 
gance he never regretted. 

When his reputation grew and purses 
became larger Mike still had the seme 
love of home, and he now owns a com- 
fortable ten room residence on Como lake, 
valued at $10,000, where two sons, Rob- 
ert, 3 years old, and Jack, 2 years old, 
play on the lake sand,

is invested in real estate and mortgages 
on St. Paul property. His real estate he 
improves as fast as he is able with houses 
and bungalows, which he sells or rents. 
Because he is a natural mechanic, Mike 
does considerable work around his build- 
ings himself. Before he retires he will 
have more houses and bungalows from 
his earnings, and when his ring days are 
over he will devote his time to caring for 
his property interests.

JAMES B. HAGGIN 
DIES ATNEWPORT 


Known to Turf World as 
Owner of Salvator and 
Mighty Hamburg. 


WEALTH FROM MINING. 


Newport, R. I., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
James B. Haggin of New York, Newport, 
and Lexington died at his Newport sum- 
mer home tonight, after an illness of four 
weeks. Mrs. Haggin was with her hus- 
band when he died. No arrangements 
have yet been made for the funeral. Mr. 
Hagein was nearing his ninety-fourth 
birthday. 


SKETCH OF HAGGIN’S CAREER. 


James B. Haggin, born at Harroas- 
burg, Ky., was Known as the greatest 
owner of thoroughbred race horses in the 
world. One story of Ris pare ntage relates 
that his father, a native of Kentucky, 
married a Turkish woman. who had em- 
braced the Christian faith and had fled 
from her native land to escape persecu- 
tion. Her gurname was Ben Ali, and this 
became incorporated into the name of the 
son, James Ben Ali Haggin. 

Haggin went to California with the gold 
seckers of 1849, but instead of digging 
gold he began the practice of:law with 
his brother-intaw, Lloyd Tevis. They 
purchasred a large ranch eight miles from 
Sacramento. 

Made Fortune in Mining. 

Haggin then turned to mining. Asso- 
ciated with Marcus Daly and Senator 
He rst, a remarkable trio of mining ex- 
perts none of whom had the benefits of 
a ‘echnical mining education, he rapidly 
became rich. Their operations extended 
froar Alaska to Chile. Heggin has owned 
of controlled more than a hundred mines. 
ilis interest in the famous Anaconda sold 
for $9,000,000. ‘Another mine in South 
America Was so rich that he built a rail- 
road eighty miles long at a cost of $2,. 
UCU te carry its ore to market. 

Haggin began as a horse breeder in 1881 
on & moderate scale.on the California 
creasing the holdings until 1912, when he 
Rancho del Paso and the breeding place 
of the famous race house Salvator. As 
his California ranch grew, Hagg'n turned 


back to his native state, Kentucky, and 
the blue grass region. Here he bought 
the “Elmendorf” breeding farm, in- 
creasing the holding until 1912, when he 


held 10,000 acres and was noted as the 
largest individual land owner in the state 
He was said to have owned three times ar 
many thoroughbred race horses as any 
other man, Three of them, Salvator, 


Miss Woodford, and Firenzi, earned more 
than $350,000 in racing prizes. 


Bred Famous Racehorses, 

Some tamous horses have parsed 
through the paddock gates of either the 
California or Kentucky farms—Tremont, 
the unbeaten 2 year old; Protector, win- 
ner of the Junior champion; Ben Ali, win- 
ner of the Kentucky Derby; Nasturtium, 
which was sold for $50,000; Kinley Mack. 
Ben Holliday, the long distance champion 
of his day; Longstreet, conqueror of Sal- 
vator, and the mighty Hamburg.

*, happily, you have stocked a stream 
with trout, that stream will always 
seem a little different to you from 
other streams. Originally I stocked 
Plover River, and year by year have 
added to its tsore. This makes me feel a 
proprietary interest in its population—a 
sense of attachment not evokable by the 
trout of any other stream. I regard these 
Plover trout as mine own—a bon droit. 
Not that Iam jealous of the regard borne 
by others, but no others can make up the 
sum of my affection. It is paternal and 
seigniorial. 

When I fish for the trout of other 
streams I feel as though I were accosting 
gentlemen without an introduction and 


liable to meet cool aloofness. The Em- 
barrass was always one of these stranger 
| streams; it is a neighboring principality. 
and I have lately been trying to establish 
diplomatic relations with it. On one glo- 
ricus day, although new (to its mysteries. 

i caught a 3% pound brook trout witha 
Reuben Wood fly mounted on a No. 10 
hook, etc. (Here fill in descriptive detaliis 
from forms found in any book of angling 
experiences.)

This monster was resting just above a 
big rock at the foot of a rapids down 
which the stream fell into a darksome 
pool below. He had doubtless refused the 
advances of many down-stream fisher- 
men who came at him from above with 
awkward splashings. Educated to meet 
these frontal attacks, he did not look for 
vanger from below. 

I waded up to him from the silent pool 
and dropped my fly over the rock. Iam 
sure this unlooked-for approach was his 
undoing, for he etruck the fly like a leap- 
ing tiger, and roared down upon me with 
the roaring torrent that split upon the 
rock. 

For the moment it seemed as though he 
was the hunter and I the hunted, and I 
could see nothing friendly or complaisant 
in his broad back. 

He was as a giant that had lured me to 
his lair and would show me no mercy. 
He invoked the aid of a hundred snags 
and overhanging boughs and subjected 
me to hairbreadth escapes that chilled 
my blood. During this fearful struggle I 
thought of my own kindly Plover trout, 
and of how old acquaintance had softened 
their asperities, and wished that I might 
have had a longer friendship with this 
giant, so that he could accord me more 
courtesy. 

Such is the subconscious strangeness 
of new streams.

another star in glory, so does one stream 
differ from another in trout. It may be 
imagination, but the trout in some 
streams seem to have more fight and 
ferocity than those in other streams. 
While there are goodly numbers of large 
trout In the Kvergreen, there are myriads 
of small ones. The angler who takes 
pride in numbers can have his fiil in this 
stream. 

The Embarrass trout run larger ip size 
than those in the Evergreen, and the 
same with the Plovertrout. In Red River 
and the Wolf the trout run fairly well iu 
size. Large streams do not always have 
the larwest trout. Big trout seem to love 
a émall stream-—perhaps because of the 
colder water. The food suppiy of s 
stream has much to do with the size and 
number of its trout. 

_ 

Trout vary in color according to their 
habitat. In dark waters, or on dark 
stream beds, the trout are apt to be dark 
colored, although this does not obtain as 
to recent arrivals from a lighter colored 
dwelling place. It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that trout favor swift waters, for 
water may be too swift for them. They 
don’t like to be at constant effort to main- 
tain themselves against a swift, tumultu- 
ous current. Even in a rapids the trout 
will be found lurking in still nooks, be- 
hind rocks, or in eddies, and not in the 
swiftest water. It is hard for big trout to 
maintain themselves in very swift waters. 

Trout do not go inte such water in the 
early spring. They wait until warm 
weather, and then seek swift water to 
some extent, because it is aerated better 
and is more comfortable than the still 
places. 

I think that the trout below a rapids or 
fall run into the tumbling water now and 
then just as people on a hot day will hunt 
for a place where there is a breeze. 

These are the habits of the bruck trout, 
but the rainbow trout loves rapid water, 
and is generally found in such water. 

—~>— 

Brook trout are at home in long, slug- 
gish bayous of cold water, or in cold 
spring ponds. They like mruddy bede as 
well as those that are clean. In fact. 
stream beds in places are too clean to be 
attractive to them. 

Trout streams have a common likeness, 
and yet each is different from every other. 

Plover River is almost on the divide be- 
tween the waters that flow into the St. 
Lawrence and those that reach the tropic 
Gulf. In places these waters are not over 
a mile apart. 

This stream is one of big springs, some 
of them an acre or two in extent. These 
He near the shore of the river. 

Within a distance of three miles north 
of the east and west road to Birnathwood 
there are five of these springs. Four of 
them are in places from six to eight feet 
in depth. Apparently thetrout run in and 
out of them dyring the entire year, but do 
most congregate there in the winter time. 
In these springs the water seems to come 
mostly from the bottom in many jets, but 
usually around the edge of each spring is 
also a circle of smaller oozing springs 
that flow into the central basin. The vol- 
ume of water that proceeds from some 
of these springs is enough to be navigable 
for an ordinary ekiff. 

In ordinary winter weather some of’ 
these springs ap open in whole er 


loved of men. 
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in part, but a few inches of ice will form 
in the coldest weather, thawing out 
quickly from below when the weather 
moderates. 

In the spring at the head of Long 
Bayou there is always a large school of 
trout lying on the bottom, the water, clear 
as crystal, being about seven feet deep. 
It is not usual to find so many large 
eprings so ciose together, but there are 
many notable springs on the trout 
streams of Wisconsin and Michigan. 

Some of these are almost large enough 
to be called lakes. There are some noted 
springs on Red River, on the Embarrass, 


and on Prairie River. Sometimes one of | 


these springs is like a cup or bowl lying 
in the hills, the head reservoir of a wind- 
dng stream. Then, again, a spring will be 
a deep, black gulfina cedar swamp, over- 
hung with century old trees. 

There is a charm and fascination about 
one of these springs impossible of de- 
scription or analysis. Ithasa mysterious 
and subtie life and vitality—- ageless 
nd immortal.” 

What causes it, where does it come 
from where is it: born? One longs to be 
able to trace it to its sources in some far- 
off surface pond, or lake, or swamp, or 
under mighty hills, or high elevated pla- 
teaus. 

_ 

In some of these springs you cannot see 
the place of the incoming waters, but in 
others you can look down to the bottom 
and see a hundred fountains pushing up 
from unknown depths. 

Midway. between the Kau Claire River 
and the Plover, on the Birnamwood road, 
there is a range of high hills. At the foot 
of these hills, on the western slope, Mow 
Brook rushes out and flows westward to 
the Eau Claire, crossing and recrossing 
the .road. _Many years ago I stocked it 
with brook trout, and have never replen- 
ished the supply, yet they have multiplied 
exceedingly in this cold, abundant water, 
that never changes with any drought. 

On the eastern slope of this dividing 
Tidge, and only a mile distant and direct- 
ly east from the sources of Mow Brook, 
another stream gushes out of these hills 
and flows into the Plover close to my 
shack. Somewhere under these hills is 
the common ancestry of these two brooks. 
I only wish that I could have made early 
intercession and had Mow Brook diverted 
to the eastern slope so that it could have 
joined its volume to my own brook. The 
Eau Claire would not have missed it, and 
it would have made: my brook a wine 
king among brooks.

In all generations springs have been 
The Bible chroniclers 
often dwell upon tnem in terms of en- 
dearment, and they are worshiped in the 
desert places of the earth. 

A land without springs is lonely indeed. 
In many sections of Wisconsin there is a 
cearth of springs, yet here in the north 
we have a wilderness of them. Our 
riches in springs becomes a commonplace 
with us. To appreciate springs one must 
cross the vast arid plains farther west, 
where springs are not. 

The American pioneer often built his 
cabin near a spring. Sometimes this was 
remote from a highway, being abandoned 
later for a more accessible site. The 
Truine of these ancient homes still linger 
around many springs.

Family Flees. from. Brussels.. 

It was night. Queen Elizabeth, one‘of:the most beau- 
tiful and acknowledged the most ‘intellectual queen in 
all Europe, had gathered about her the royal children, 
Crown Prince Leopold, aged 13;' Prince Charles, aged 11, 
and the little madcap Princess, Marie José, aged 11. 
Their kinsmen, the enemy, were advancing upon the 
capital city. : 

The order for the peaceful evacuation of Brussels was 
given. In a few hours the national offices were trans- 
ferred to the ancient and heavily: fortified ‘town of Ant- 
werp, and the queen and her ehildren fled from their 
palace in Brussels and took refuge in an unaccustomed 
home. The young king had ‘assumed command of the 
army, and the mother and children were left alone. 

The tiny kingdom, which has secn only three rulers, and 
yet has become powerful financially and commercially, is 
disrupted, its fields laid waste, its men mustered into 
service in a conflict in which the Belgians have no 
interest, and its fate as a-nation, hung ‘in the balance. 

The king had suown his deep‘interest in his people by 
going to the front to assume command of-the army and

realize in actuality. 

Now: she can but rely upon the caprices of fate, which 
may elect that. the Belgian kingdom no longer shall 
exist, the royal rank of its sovereigns be nullified, the 
king and queen and the heir apparent. be thrown into 
the world as untitled persons who needs must toil for a 
living. ’ | 

It is a sudden blasting of. hopes which has. brought 
sorrow to the young and affectionate Queen Elizabeth. 
Since their accession to the throne, upon the death of 
the profligate King Leopold II., King Albert I.. and his 
wife, who was Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria, daughter 
of Duke Charles Theodore, have fought great difficulties. 
met many handicaps, and emerged triumphantly. 

First of all, they had to live down the reputation of 
the licentious Leopold, Albert’s uncle. The people no 
longer respected, they even hated that aged monarch; and 
there-was dissension when Albert ascended the throne, 
and anarchy was evident everywhere. The aged Led- 
pold, whose only legitimate son was mysteriously killed, 
prepared a book of advice to the then Crown Prince 
Albert, only son of Leopold's younger brother, ostensibly 
for Albert to follow on his succession to the crown.

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IGHT is creeping on to form deep, 
uncanny shadows throughout that 
Chicago police precinct, a little more 
than a mile square, which includes 

Goose island. 1 will o6t say that it is the 
toughest district in Chicago. Maybe I had 
better put it this way: During the last 
eight years at least a hundred murders have 
been committed within the precinct’s borders, 
twenty-seven hundred warrants were served 
there last year, and the precinct patrol 
wagon is kept so busy with runs that the 
life of a team of horses, before the autos 
came, was seldom more than ten weeks. 

For one night—and one night is enough—- 
I swing out with the eighteen men from the 
precinct station. The messages of crime for 
the last twenty-four hours have been read, 
and Lieut. Duffy has given out general 
orders. There is hardly a man in the blue 
coated bunch who has served any length of 
time in the district but carries a knife scar 
or bullet wound. And not one of them is 
sure but what his finish, before the night is 
over, will be the morgue. 

The double line of.uniformed men sepa- 
rates—each man to patrol his own dark cor- 
ner. The great darkened factory buildings 
lend dangerous looking shadows, but there 
are at least 330 bright lights—the lights 
from that many saloons. In this tilting 
frame house close to the street lived “ Reddy, 
the Fox” before death ended his crimes. 
That dim licht in a window farther down 
the street—the ex-convict loves his old 
haunts—is from the room of “ Milwaukee 
Avenve Dutch,” just released from the Mis- 
souri penitentiary. This old shack was the 
rendezvous of “ Dayton*Sam's gang,” and 
there is the dark alley where “ gun toting” 
“Red Julia” and “ Black Polly ’’ were cap- 
tured. Here is the corner where the “car 
barn bandits” plotted in their braggadocio 
days, before the gallows claimed them. And 
there is the particular corner that is haunted 
by the curses and bullet cracks that accom- 
panied at least a dozen murders committed 
within the last ten years.

{ swing over toward Goose island myself. 
Factories and elevators and ice plants are 
silhouetted against the glare above “the 
loop,” several miles distant. I cress the 
bridge and come in among the bex cars— 
darker patches scattered here and there 
about the pitch black railroad yards. It is 
the very paradise of the “can rushing” 
gang, but there is no sign of life until I 
come out by a dark row of frame houses, 
relieved here and there by the light ef a 
saloon. The children of the neighberheed 
are out playing on the cinders. They are

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American. There are seldom any reports of 
lost children—it takes too much time to 
count up at night. 

The woman 
on the doorstep jokes with her next door 
neighbor about her husband being upstairs 
“dead to the world” on a jag, and the next 
door neighbor comes back with some bit of 
repartee from her “old man,’’ who is now 
in the bridewell. Goose island cherishes its 
traditions—the time when “Crabby” Giil- 
lespie hid a stolen $10 bill behind his glass 
eye and thus defied the police for half an 
hour; the occasion when “ Big Bootsy,” after 
a battle with the ‘“‘ cops,” swam across the 
river to safety: incidents in the career of 
Billy Barnett, “the bank sneak” with an 
international reputation, who was born opr 
th island, has “done time” in Germany 
and England, and who is expected back 
“ "most any time.” 

As for “Mother Goose,” the little old 
woman who for so many years kept the store 
on the corner—she is dead now, and the 
tattered lithographs of a burlesque show are 
pasted across the doorway where she used 
to sit of an evening and furnish live tips to 
the police.

A brilliantly lighted Northwestern train 
rushes above me as 1 go under the dark via- 
duct.

And as I listen the twe story frame heuse 
that has known so many dark secrets, with 
its broken window looking like a game eye, 
seems te leer. 

It is abeut 10 o'clock at night, I should 
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say, when 1 run across Detective Sullivan 
Sullivan's hair is snow white, but the white- 
ness has been caused by other things than 
advanced years. For a good many of the 
gray hairs there is a man in Joliet.

The German sour meats, the eggs, and 
fish are not necessarily bad. from a 
dietetic point cf view, but sour legtils, 
sour beans, potato salad, red grits, and 
all the combinations of flour or a céreal 
or anything containing much starch like 
peas, beans, lentils, and potatoes, with 
something acid, are bad and a certain 
sort of body stoutness attributed to beer 
drinking is as much due to them as any- 
thing else in all probability. 


German Sauerbraten. 

The following recipe is one that has 
been used in a family in the city of Dort- 
mund; North Germany, these many years. 
Take a large piece of nice beef without 
any bone, preferably five or six pounds. 
Make pickle enough to cover it by boil- 
ing together two-thirds vinegar and one- 
third water with bay leaf, cloves, a few

peppercorns, and two pieces of lump. 


Sugar (large or small to taste). While 
this is boiling hot drop the meat into it 
and let it remain for four or five days, 
turning once. Take the meat out of the 
vinegar the night before it is to be used 
and thoroughly drain. Put some butter 
in a pot with one whole onion, add the 
beef with salt and pepper and a cur of 
liguid (some people use a Iittle of the 
pickle diluted, others use meat stock and 
ethers water, while those who are expert 
cooks add nothing but the butter since 
none of the juice which cooks out of the 
meat is lost by too much Gre). Cover the 
pot closely and cook for two hours and a 
half over a low fire. Take up the meat, 
thicken the liquid for a gravy, adding a 
little sugar. Serve with boiled pota- 
toes. This is good cold as well as bot 
and is used for sandwiches in Dortmund. 


Pot Roast Cut. 


For any pot roast the chuck is in general 
considered the best cut, but a domestic 
science expert some years back showed 
by experiment that, as far as economy 
was concerned, the advantage was in 
favor of the rib roast if the difference 
between the two was 2 cents a pound. 
The loss in cooking in the case of the 
chuck roast was one pound and two 
ounces and only tem ounces in case of 
the rib roast. The nefuse or unedible 
portion of the chuck was one pound and 
five ounces, of the rib eleven ounces. 

Another piece that is recommended for 
the pot roast and for boiling is the sir- 
loin butt, which is just below the sirloin 
steak part. Some butchers will give a 
piece off the round when asked for a pot 
roast, but this Is really too dry for the 
purpose. The“ heel ” of the round, which 
is generally made into Hamburg steak, 
is often boiled and may even be used for 
a pot roast if cooked expertly. 


Pickled Eggs. 

Take eight hard boiled eggs and, having 
shelled them, stick four cloves in each. 
Heat one quart of vinegar (it may need 
to be diluted if strong) to boiling and add 
a teaspoon each of salt, pepper, and mus- 
tard or scant these somewhat. Put the 
eggs iuto a giess fruit jar, pour the boil- 
ing vinegar over them, and let them stand 
two weeks or une sooner if to taste. Serve 
sliced with broiled beefsteak or mutton 
or as you will. 


Horseradish Sauce. 

The Germans have numerous ways of 
making horseradish sauce which is a 
great favorite with them. For one thing 
they freeze it with whipped cream for 
one of the daintiest accompaniments pos- 
sible for boiled fish. They make a sauce 
with pure cream with a little vinegar and

hot cream, or they add it to cold whipped 
cream. They make it with a white sauce, 


a persistent foe. And here is one of the 
recipes from one of the most authorita- 
tive of the great German books on cook- 
ory: tablespoons of grated horse- 
radish, abowt half a cup of beef stock, 
an ounce of butter, about the same quan- 
tity of onion, two tablespoons of flour, 
and then another cup of beef stock with 
salt to taste. Peel and grate the horse- 
radish quickly and ict it draw in the half 
cup of stock in an earthenware dish. Make 
a sauce of the butter, flour, and cup of 
stock, seasoning to taste, and then add 
the horseradish and half cup of stock to 
thie. If the horseradish taste is then 
very sharp add two tablespoons of milk 
or cream. 


Mustard Sauce. 

Muaterd sauce, especially when made 
with either white or butter sauce, is nct 
a thing to recommend for the digestion, 
Another Way to make it § to mix a tabie- 
spoon of French mustard with three or; 
four tablespoons ef good meat gravy, or 
better, a greatly reduced and highly sea- 
soned meat atock, one in which many 
vegetables have been used to flavor. In 
thet German-American publication calied 
“The Settlement '’cook book there is, 
the followwing recipe: “ One cup white 
sauce, one tablespoon vinegar, one table- 
spoon mustard, one-half teaspoon sugar, 
one teaspoon cold water. Mix the mustard 
with the water and stir into the white 
sauce two minutes before serving. Sea- 
son to taste. More or less mustard may 
be added es desired. Serve hot with meat 
or fish.” 

For fish a butter sauce with one table. 
apoon of mustard to a pint is best.* A 
butter sauce fe made just like a white 
sauce, except boiling water instead of 
botung milk ig thickened with flour and 
butter. There are a great many other 
weys of making musterd sauces, some of 
which contain ten or a dozen ingredients. 


Raisin Sauces. 


Recipes for raisin sauces, under that 
mame, are rare, but there are chutney 
sauces which contain raisins, and raisins 
are used in New Zealand curries with 
lemon tnatead of sour apple or tamarind. 
In the book of “ 101 Sauces’ thele ts the 
folowing chutney sauce: ‘“‘ Remove the 
seede from one-half cup of raisine and 
ome greem pepper; add three green to- 
matoes, two smell onions, ami chop all 
fine. Put one pint of vinegar. with one

He knew, too, the temper of his people, 
ted he bad a full realization that the time would 
me when a united Germany must not only fight 
fer its own pregervetion, but must strike its enemies 
tnd strike them hard. If Prussia was not to remain 
t isolated, second rate nation it must gather around 
Rall the Germanic states it-eould. To do this, war 
with Austrig was not only possible, it was impera- 
tive, And the aggressive attitude of France must 
be quelled. This meant not intimidation, but war. 
The Rhine was a German river. It must not wash 
the shores of France. The German nation had for 
years had this as a shibboleth. 
It bas already been told how Prussian autecracy 
had for the time succumbed tc the revolutionary 
S0vement in 1848. This was its fate also in most 
‘the German states. Then the Frankfort diet was 
‘Wired, and the estempt was made to furnish a 
nstitution.

been. made to recognize the Austrian revolutionists, 
instead called out the troops in Berlin. Later quiet 
was restored, and the diet agreed upon certain basic 
laws. It was also decided that Austria should be 
excluded. This meant the domination of Prussia, 
and the title emperor was offered to Frederick Wil- 
liam. He refused it, not wishing to accept a crown 
from the mob, and a strife over the constitution 
began among the states. In several there were up- 
risings which the Prussian so/liers sought to quell. 
At last it was accepted by Saxony and Hanover. It 
curbed democracy and extended the ruler’s powers. 

After a parliament Lad met rnd accepted the con- 
stitution, Saxony, Hanover, Bivaria, and Wirttem- 
berg withdrew and asked Austria to reconsider a re- 
vival of the confederation. This, in fact, was done. 
There was then grave trouble in Hesse-Cassel, and 
soon after the Danish war reeo.nmenced. This mat- 
ter was compremised in a few months, however. 
The breaking out of the Crimean war divided the 
Germans, those in the south siding with Austria, 
while Prussia showed clearly the Russian influence. 

Now it was that the old king was obliged to step 
aside, and Wiliam of Prussia took his place. Here 
is where this chapter properly begins.

Work Ahead for Soldier King. 

In the new monarch there was nothing of the 
dreamy character of bis brother. He had early 
adopted strong views on absolutism, and be ab- 
horred republican principles. His experiences in 
the revolution had confirmed these views, and he 
had been greatly displeased at the time by the king's 
compromise and surrender to the mob and to Aus- 
tria. 

Led by Bismarck, he for policy's sake modified 
his views on the subject of ccnstitution consider- 
ably, fearing to endanger the cause of Germanic 
union, which had by this time been somewhat 
strengthened. His new ministry was nominally 
“ moderate liberal.” 

There was work ahead for the sdidier king, the 
work which is done with swords and rifles, and he 
could not afford to let anything divide his people at 
this time. He and Bismarck saw clearly that 
trouble was coming noth with Denmark and Aus- 
trina. It was on Bismarck’s sdvice that the Prus- 
sian army concentrated on the Rhine in 1959, and 
because of that fact Napoleon III. suddenly saw so 
pright and dangerous a light that his aid of Cavour 
and Obaries Albert stopped eliort, the result being 
a peace with Austria ‘n which the Italians were 
not even consulted. Not only had Austria by that 
war been beaten and despoilei of a part of her 
Italian possessions, wot Germany's other rival, 
France, was made to obey y significant warning. 
Austria was not deceived by the Prussian mobili- 
sation. It was not for Ler aid so much as for Prue- 
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60,000. But parliament voted down his bill, and 
this deadlock continued for several years. 

It is said the king prepared to abdicate. Just 
then he called Bismarck to his ministry. Hereto- 
fore the latter was, although a member of pariia- 
ment, only an unofficial adviser of the king. Imme- 
diately army prospects brightened. The chamber of 
deputies still yoted down the till, but as the upper 
house voted for it the king the-efore assumed that it 
had passed and proceeted to levy the necessary tax 
and reorganize the army. 

The first use to which the army was put was the 
settlement of the Schleswig-Holstein controversy 
with Denmark. A constitution had been adopted. by 
Denmark which took in Schleswig. Austria was 
tlfen persuaded by Prussia to insist on the agree- 
ment made in 1852, by which the duchy was to re- 
main independent, although the Danish sovereign 
was Duke of Schleswig.

Quarrel Easily Started. 

‘An ultimatum was presenicd to Denmark de- 
manding a withdrawal from Schleswig within forty- 
eight hours. The demand was refused, and in 1864 
war was declared. It did not take the two allies 
long to defeat the Danes, and the latter renounced 
claim to the two duchies. Bismarck opposed letting 
them come in as a new German state, and it was 
finally decided to let Austria manage Holstein, while 
Prussia did the same for Schieswig. He did not 
intend, however, that this should long continue. His 
object was to pick a quarrel with Austria, defeat 
her, and then annex both duchies to Prussia. 

Slipping over te Biarrits, he had a talk with Na 
poleon III., by which he assured himself that the 
latter would not aid Anstria if rhe were attacked by 
Prussia. To make the thing complete, be also en- 
tered into an agreement with italy that she would 
declare war on Austria providing Austria first 
opened hostilities. As her reward she was to get 
Venetia back. Italy, of course, was quite willing to 
agree to this. 

The quarrel was easily started. Complaints were 
gent to Vienna concerning Austrian management of 
Holstein. Austria curtly told Prussia to mind its 


own business. That was erictly the reply Bie 


marck wanted. His king was not keen for the war, 
but Bismarck had little troub!e assuring the mon- 
arch that it was not only going to add to Prussia’s 
territory, but to her fame. He threw a sop to the 
liberals to gain their support by introducing into

The struggle lasted nearly all day and might have 
gone against the Prussians had not the crown prince 
arrived with reinforcements. Fifty thousand fell 
that day, the Austrians losing four times as many 
as the Prussians did. 

The Italians fared nadly, being defeated on land 
‘and at sea. 

Austria had to give Venetia to Italy, but the 
South German states were left to choose under which 
flag they were to remain. Prussia annexed Han- 
over, Hesse-Cassel, Nassau, Schleswig, Holstein, and 
the city of Frankfort, thus increasing her territory 
about 25 per cent. 

This was all Bismarck’s doing. His genius. had 
thought it all out in advance rpd it had come about 
exactly according to his plan. Bismarck’s diplomacy 
and Von Moltke’s army had made Prussia one of 
the great powers and were to make her still greater. 

The next thing done was to provide a constitu- 
tion for the North German confederation. It was 
placed before an assembly elected under the new 
suffrage law and adopted in 1867. King William 
was president and for its parliament it had two 
chambers, the council and the reichstag. The mem- 
bere of the latter were elocted for three years. 
The council consisted of delegates sent by the rulers 
of the states. This parliament wisely set to work 
to enact laws which would bring prosperity to the 
confederation, and to remove many of the handi- 
caps imposed by the old absolutism.

Napoleon’s Popularity Wanes. 

Included in the period just described must be 
mentioned certain matters which were going on in 
France. That empire had bitterly resented its sov- 
ereigh’s part in the Italian war. In other ways 
also his popularity had begun to wane. In order 


to distract popular attention he resorted to in- i. 


tervention In Mexico and the setting up of the 

il] fated empire there. This came about by the 
repudiation of interest on debts due to France, Eng- 
land, and Spain. All three made a warlike demon- 
stration there, but the latter two drew out when 
they divined France's real int ‘ntion. 

Napoleon sent a large force te Mexico and estab- 
ljshed Archduke Maximilian sf Austria as emperor. 
The project ended disastrously. The French army 
was defeated and was withdrawn, leaving Maxt- 
milian to his fate. The cost to France in lives and 
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King William of Pruisia Proclaimed Emperor of Germany at Versailles, 1871. 


The French ambassador to Berlin was sent to 
visit King William at Ems to ask that Leopold 
withdraw, and on July 12, 1870, tne withdrawal 
was announced, but not by King William. Not 
satisfied with this the Paris government insisted on 
an assurance that Prussia would not again put 
forward a candidate. This King William could 
not but refuse to give. The king wired Bismarck 
the details of the interview. Whereupon the latter 
“edited” the dispatca, much as Metternich might 
have done, His tampering with the message made 
the interview appear to have passed in a hot inter- 
change of demands and refusals. He then gave 
out the faked dispatch and in a few hours Paris 
was clamoring for war. 

In vain did tne moderates in the chamber demand 
copies of the ambassador’s dispatch. The ministry 
had made up its mind for war and the excited 
populace backed it up. Preparations began imme 
diately. The city appeared jubilant at the prospect. 
Napoleon, it is said, was not so confident, but his 
minister of war assured him that the army was 
ready to the last button on the soldiers’ coata. 
Results proved that this was all that was ready. 

Paris resounded with cries of “On to Berlin!” 
Maps of Germany from the Rhine to the capital 
were everywhere scanned. There were plenty of 
them, but it afterwards proved that there was a 
scarcity of maps of France from Paris to the 
Rhine. Every one in Parle was confident of a 
quick and easy victory. But the provinces, the 
real stay of the nation, did not share this confi- 
dence, as events showed. 
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German Efficiency Amazes World. 

Many Frenchmen fondly believed that they 
would have as allies the South German states, 
which were not in the confederation and which 
had all along been jealous of Pruasia’s growing 
power. But any one who had hoped for aid from 
that quarter was doomed to bitter disappointment. 
It is true Bavaria and some others hung back for 
a time, but by the day when war was formally de- 
clared and the French army moved toward the 
beloved Rhine, the old feeling of a unified Germany 
took firm hold in every German state and a solid 
front was presented to the common enemy's ad- 
vance. 

And now was presented again the working out 
of the Prussian king’s military organization brought 
to a still greater efficiency by the genius of Von 
Moltke. It was said thet this strange man had 
figured the campaign out in advance and that when 
he was informed of the dectaration of war, he 
being absent at the time, wired that plans would 
be found in a certain pigeonhole of his desk. This, 
however, is not a true tale, and he said in his 
memoirs written after the war that such a plan 
would be fruitiess. owing to unforeseen obstacles.

The Siege of Paris. 

When Paris learned the stunning news the empird 
was at an end. A republic was declared and 
preparations made to defend the ety. The French 
spirit now was aroused, and in spite of the humilia- 
tion of successive defeats in the past two monthé 
it continued with a much smaller foree to resist thd 
German advance on Paris. The capital was in 
vested by the German army Sept. 10, and until ths 
last of January the garrison made a herole defense, 

The seat of government hed bees transferred to 
Tours and Bordeaux, and the depleted nation raised 
armies in the provinces and continued resistance to 
the invaders. After holding out to the end of Oo 
tober, Mets surrendered, and by this and the 
fall of Strassburg almost 200,000 Frenchmen be- 
came prisoners of war. These events sealed the 
fate of the capital, and it settled down to resist 
so long as its supplies lasted. At the point of star- 
vation it gave up Jan. 28. Peace was concluded 
at Versailles, and the vanquished nation promised 
to pay Germany $1,000,000,000 in three years, sup- 
port the German army until it was withdrawn, and 
give up Alsace and a part of Lorraine. 

Another humiliation imposed by Bismarck upon 
the beaten country was his choice of Versailles ag: 
the place at which to seal German unity. inde 
South German states were taken into the confed- 
eration and the German empire was established | 
with William Lk as emperor, This took plas Jam.

MacMahon, totally with- 
out statesmanship, reactionary and obsti- 
nate, became involved over the retirement 


of several generals, and resigned. Jules 


Grevy was elected tn his stead in 1879. A 
strong foreign policy was adopted, and 
France launched out as a colonizer in 
Africa and China to offset similar ambi- 
tions on the part of her rivals. The ship of 
state had comparatively smooth salling, 
although it approached a crisis im 1888- 
89, when the popular deputy, Gen. Bou- 
langer, who had been minister of War, 
made a dramatic play, backed by mon- 
archists, at leading the nation against 
Germany. He aspired to dictatorship, 
but the movement came to nothing. 

When Emperor William died ‘n 1822 his 
successor, the Crown Prince Frederick, 
was already fatally stricken with disease 
and lived but about three months after 
the coronation. This brought to the throne 
the present ruler, his son, William II. 
His character is now so well known that 
it need scarcely be said that it was but a 
short time before he and the tron chancel- 
lor disagreed. It was not so much a 
question of differing policies as one of 
temperaments. William II. had come to 
the throne to rule and not to be ruled. 
Before two years had passed he demanded 
Bismarck’'s resignation. 

William I. had made Bismarck, but the 
chancellor had united Germany and put 
his master firmly on the throne of an 
empire. Germany was now the dominat- 
ing military power of the continent and 
was making vast strides in commerce and 
manufactures. All this was due directly 
to Bismarck. He was an old man now. He 
had not lost his cunning. but times had 
changed and so had masters. This new 
kaiser had as much determination as the 
chancellor himself. The divine right had 
in him an ardent champion. He was a 
thorough believer in militarism. He could 
be trusted to go far. So the old man re- 
signed and retired to private life. 


Bismarck Victor iu His Fall. 

As the previous phase of thig history 
of modern Europe might be called the 
“era of Metternich,” the present might 
be called the “‘ era of Bismarck,” so com- 
pletely did the tron chancellor of Prussia 
dominate the period. Otto von Bismarck- 
Schinheusen may be said to have perfect- 
ea the system of the Austrian diplomat 
both as to internal affairs and foreign re- 
lations, but he carried the Metternich 
ideas to a far higher point and he was in 
reality far more successful, altnoug® he, 
too, in the end had his downfall. Bis- 
marck, however, though he fell, did so as 
a victor. and his policies were not re- 
versed: it was only that the young kaiser, 
more imperious than his grandfather, 
brooked no dictation, even from the forge- 
master who had welded together the Ger- 
man empire with biood andiron. 

Spain during the nineteenth century 
was for the most part unfortunate in its 
rulers. It languished under Ferdinand 
VII. When bte end approached he at-

Don Carlos and his followers fomented 
a revolution which went on intermittent- 
ly for a generation. The people obtained 
a constitution and a parliament. Finally, 
in 1840, the Queen Regent Christina was 
driven out, owing to violent factional 
quarrels and Carlist agitation. IseabeNea 
II. reigned from 1843 to 1868. She proved 
completely unfitte@ for a modern throne, 
Her term was markeé by bad manage- 
ment, insurrections, corruption, and gov- 
ernmental flascos. For three years from 
1865 the country was on the verge of an- 
archy, and the queen fled to Paris, where 
she lived until her death many years 
after. 

A provisional government wae estab- 
lished and a Hberea! movement prevailed. 
A monarchy was decided upon and the 
choice fell upon Leopold of Hohenzollern, 
a selection which resulted, as has been 
told, in the Franco-Prussian war. When 
Leopold declined, the crown was offered 
to Amadeo, son of the Italian king. He 
accepted and began a reign full of polit- 
ical disturbance because of the disfarvor 
with which he was regarded. So threat- 
ening did this become then In 1873 he 
resigned. The republicane were again in 
the saddle. They established a govern- 
ment, but it was not fated to tive. Re- 
publics were not popular, and in less than 
one year it fell for want of recognition. 

In despair, Spain reverted to the Bour- 
bons, and Isabela'’s son, Alfonso, there- 
upon became king. The country received 
a liberal constitution, which carried with 
it a parliament of two houses. Alfones 
reigned ten years, and on his death in 
1885 there was another regency by his 
queen for their child, Alfonso XIII. Th’s 
condition existed for sixteen yeara, when 
the king became of age. 


Revolutiins in Portugal. 

The sister kingdom, Portugal, suffered 
also from bad or incompetent kings and 
from revolutions. King John VI. had fled 
from Neépoleon to Brazil. The soldiers 
revolted against English occupation and «a 
constitution was adopted and John re- 
turned to histhrone, Following his dcath 
in 1826 Portugal was governed by his suc- 
cessor in Brazil, Dom Pedro, fora :hort 
time. He preferred Brazil to Portugal. 
however, and abdicated in favor of a 
daughter, Maria, whom he betrothed to 
his brother, the latter to act as regent till 
she became of age. This brother, Migue’ 
however, was made king by those who 
feared Dom Pedro’s liberal measures. The 
princesses’ adherents rebelled and war 
went on for several years. Miguel was de- 
feated and Portugal had a queen until 
Maria's death in 1853. Her successor, 
Pedro V., lasted only eight years. Next 
came Louisl., who reigned nineveen years 
and Carlos I., who occupied the throne 
from 1889 until 1908, when he was assassi- 
nated with the crown prince. Another 
eon, Manuel Il., ascended the throne, but 
the promise that he gave of carrying out 
the reactionary and illiberal policies of his 
father resulted in a revolution which 
drove him into exile and the estabiish- 
ment of the present republic. 

Belgium had a more fortunate set of 


suffrage greatly extended. 
In Belgium's little neighbor, Holland, 


until on the death of William III. it took a 


There has been a growth of parliamens- 
ary power and a liberalizing of the consti- 
tution. It has been, like Belgium and 
Denmark, happily free from political up- 
heavals. 

Long standing friction between Swe den 
and Norway resulted in a peaceful sep- 
aration, Norway taking as king a Danish 
prince who rujes as King Haakon VII. 
The pregent Swedish royal family de- 
scends from Bernadotte, Napoleon's o!d 
marshal, who was adopted as a son by 
King Charles XIII, who was without an 
heir. Bernadotte, as Charles XIV., wa- 
king until 1844. The constitutional nis- 
tory of Sweden dates from 1866, 


Greece Gains Freedom. 

Greece had been under Turkish do- 
minion for many yeare. Not oniy had 
it lost its Independence, but even its 
ancient tongue. in epite of this and un- 
speakable oppression, the Greeks still 
dreamed of independence, and the revo- 
lutions in Spain and Italy reéchoed 
among the Hellenes. In 1821 they re- 
volted and for eight years waged a war 
in which they were almost extinguished. 
The war of the revolution was marked 
by. great barbarity on the part of the 
Turks, who had always persecuted the 
Greeks brutally and several times mas- 
sacred whole villages and carried off 
women and children as slaves. 

One of the reasons for the Turks’ s¢- 
verity was the fact that the Greeks 
were Christians, and that, too, was a 
reason why Russia intervened in the 
name of the Greek church. But the 
intervention of the powers did not come 
until the Turks with a large army had 
embarked on a war which threatened to 
destroy the whole Greek nation. The 
butchery of Missolonghi occurred and 
the oecupation of a large part of the 
country followed. While the whole civi- 
lized world shuddered at the atrocities 
of the Turks, Russia became jealous of 
England's sympathy for the downtrod- 
den patriots, and, fearing an advantage 
to the British from this, after peaceful 
negotiations had failed accepted a chal- 
lenge of war from Turkey in 1828 and 
invaded the country. : 

With French aid she brought the sul- 
ton to terms and a Bavarian prince be- 
came a Greek king. Turkey also lost 
Wallachia and Moldavia, on the Danube; 
save for a nominal control. 

Otto was the youngest king of modern 
times, being but 17 when crowned. He 
found a state of affairs quite like that 
in Albania today. The people were tur- 
bulent, undisciplined, and uneducated. 
Coming from a realm where absolutism 
was the rule, the young king, with the 
advice of his own countrymen, began a 
reactionary reign which lested almost 
thirty years. His subjects blamed him 
for not securing more territory by the 
treaty of Berlin and he was deposed and 
in his place in 1868 came George, the son 
6f the king of Denmark, who lived to see 
the. Turks again defeated, but who died 
by an assassin’s hand in Saloniki last 

year. ‘The kingdom was increased by 
the cession of the Ionian islands by Eng- 
land, and Turkey gave up a part of Thes- 
saly.
